s with every year, the 1992-93 
school year was full of local and in- 
ternational events that affected the 
thoughts of Harbor students. The 
daily television broadcast “Channel 
1“ took students around the world 
to witness current historic events. 

In the fall, the presidential race 
kept students debating betweeen 
George Bush, Bill Clinton, and H. 
Ross Perot. When November ar- 
rived, Clinton was elected, and Jan- 
uary witnessed his Inauguration. 

The war in the former Yugoslavia 
was brought directly to Harbor by 
foreign exchange student Dinko 
Bacic from Croatia. His detailed sto- 
ries and deeply emotional opinions 


allowed students to better under- 
stand the conflict. 

Other news events included the 
standoff in Waco, Texas, where the 
members of a religious cult kept 
themselves inside a compound until 
suicidally burning it to the ground. 
The United Nations sent troops to 
Somalia to oversee the delivery of 
humanitarian aid to the ailing nation.

Locally, the opening of the Ash- 
tabula Mall was a highly anticipated 
event; finally, Ashtabulans could 
shop in a mall in their hometown.

Classes Make You Try It Out 


Many classes demand that students apply 
the knowledge that they receive in the cur- 
riculum.
